RELATIONS ARE OSTENSIBLY CORDIAL. THERE ARE FREQUENT CONTACTS 
BETWEEN SENIOR GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS; THE LIBYAN AMBASSADOR IS 
THE DEAN OF THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS HERE; AND THE GIRM IS GENEROUS 
IN ITS 

PRAISE OF LIBYA'S FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE WHICH IS INDEED 
SUBSTANTIAL (REFTEL B). THROUGH HIS FENCE-STRADDLING POLICIES 
QADHIFI HAS MANAGED TO MAINTAIN SOME DEGREE OF ACCEPTABILITY
